Gentlemen — 

I beg  to  present  niy  second  Annual  Report. 

The  matters  dealt  with  in  this  Report  follow  the  re(|iiireinents 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  as  contained  in  their  ^Itmorandum  on 
Annual  Reports  of  ^ledical  Officers  of  Health  for  1914. 

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS. 

'I'he  Cannock  Urban  District  is  about  the  centre  of  the  great 
hunting  forest  of  Caniu'tck  Chase  which  extended  nearlv  from  Stafford 
to  Wolverhampton.  It  forms  jxirt  of  the  Cannock  Chase  Coalfield 
and  owes  its  jiresent  importance  entirely  to  the  Coal  Industry.  For 
centuries  past  Coal  and  Iroustoue  easily  accessible  from  the  surface 
have  been  worked  at  and  near  Cannock,  but  it  is  only  since  about  18^)5 
that  deep  .shafts  have  been  sunk  to  the  lower  and  more  valuable  seams 
and  large  modern  Colliery  undertakings  have  been  established  giving 
empIo\Tueut  to  thousands  t)f  men  and  lads  at  each  Colliery. 

GEOLOGY. 

The  district  has  two  special  features,  one  portion  is  eoiispicn- 
ous  by  its  elevated  and  rcnmdeil  hills  of  gravel  and  conglomerates, 
on  which  nothing  but  heather  ;uid  bracken  will  grow,  'riiesc*  gravels 
and  conglomerates  belong  to  the  Hunter  beds  of  the  'I'riassic  .wstein. 
'I'he  other  portion  forming  the  lowlands  and  valleys  rests  on  the  clays 
and  shales  of  the  coal  measures  ; in  some  places,  however,  the  coal, 
measures  are  covered  with  drift  sand  and  gravel,  a recent  formation 
varying  from  to  12  feet  in  thickness. 
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ELEVATION. 

I'he  north-east  and  north-west  portions  of  the  district  form 
part  of  the  liighlands  of  the  Chase  lying  at  an  elevation  of  ()oo  to 
800  feet,  the  greatest  altitude  being  occupied  by  the  old  British  earth- 
works of  Castle  Ring,  801  feet  above  sea  level.  To  the  .south  of  the 
district  the  land  falls  to  about  375  feet  above  sea  level. 

DRAINAGE. 

The  natural  drainage  forms  part  of  the  watershed  of  the  Trent. 
On  the  west  side  of  the  district  the  highest  point  of  the  watershed 
is  on  the  site  of  the  old  Hednesford  Pool,  about  313  feet  above  sea 
level.  From  this  point  a small  stream  flows  northward  to  Bentley 
Brook  and  on  to  Rugeley.  Another  small  stream  flows  southward 
through  Hednesford  and  forms  the  Ridings  Brook,  and  pas.ses  Can- 
nock Mill  and  under  the  Watling  Street,  and  joins  the  W'yrley  Brook 
at  about  373  feet  above  sea  level.  On  the  east  side  of  Bridgtown 
W'ard  the  Newlands  Brook  forms  the  boundary  line  and  flows  south 
until  it  joins  the  W’yrley  Brook  near  Church  Bridge.  On  the  north- 
east side  of  the  district  the  Redmoor  Brook  rises  in  the  New  Hayes 
at  an  elevation  of  about  boo  feet  above  sea  level  and  ilows  south-east 
through  Court  Banks,  and  receives  the  numerous  springs  which  come 
to  the  surface  in  Cannock  Wood. 

OCCUPATIONS. 

The  Census  returns  showed  that  of  a total  of  11,003  males, 
aged  ten  years  and  upwards,  9,976  were  engaged  in  occupations.

Of  married  women  onh-  33  per  thousand  are  engaged  in  occupa- 
lions.  The  pro])ortion  per  1,000  of  domestic  indoor  servants  to  total 
number  of  separate  occujhers  or  families  is  92. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  nett  births  belonging  to  the  district  were  ()()(),  of  which 
303  were  males,  and  4C)3  females.  There  were  22  illegitimate  births. 
The  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  were  438,  of  which  243  were 
males  and  193  females.  Deaths  of  22  non-residents  occurred  in  the 
district,  of  which  17  were  males,  and  five  females.  These  are  excluded 
from  the  returns.  Deaths  of  33  residents  occurred  outside  the  di.s- 
trict,  of  which  23  were  males  and  10  females.  These  arc  included. 
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By  the  method  of  tlie  Registrar-General  the  estimated  population 
fo:  the  middle  of  the  year  is  30,190.  An  estimate  based  on  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  on  the  rate-book  gives  30,500. 

The  recorded  death  rate  is  therefore  14.36. 

The  birth  rate  is  32.6. 

'I'he  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  l)irths  registered  is  129. 

To  compare  the  death  rate  with  that  of  other  towns  it  is  neces- 
sary’ to  make  an  allowance  for  differences  in  age  and  sex  distribution. 
This  is  done  l)y  multii)lying  the  recorded  death  rate  by  a ligure  known 
as  the  factor  for  correction.  I'or  Cannock  this  factor  iso. 9()  13.  The 
corrected  death  rate  is  therefore  14.23,  that  is  0.13  less  than  the 
recorded  death  rate.  This  means  that  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
in  Cannock  was  .slightly  unfavourable  to  a low  recorded  death  rate. 

Seven  deaths  were  uncertified.

While  the  inortalitN’  from  'I'ubercular  and  Malignant  Di.si'ases 
•md  organic  heart  disease  shows  a decrease,  that  from  ufeetious 
dtsea.se  is  much  increased,  as  compared  with  last  year.  'I'he  general 
death  rate  is,  theretore,  slightly  higher  than  in  1(113,  Aud  apiiroximates 
elo^el^  to  the  ax’erage  lor  the  previous  live  years. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

In  ail  iiupDrlant  report  made  by  the  Medical  < )|hcer  of  llie  Local 
('loveriniieiit  board  based  on  the  experience  of  241  I'rban  Areas  witli 
a total  population  of  21  millions,  it  is  shown  that  the  deatli  rate  in 
Cannock  (i()07-io)  bears  the  following  relationship  to  tlie  average 
of  the  241  towns  (i()07-io)  :• 

Death  rate  for  the  first  month  of  life  : 23  per  cent,  above. 

Death  rate  for  first  three  months  : 16  per  cent,  above. 

Death  rate  from  Premature  Pirth  and  congenital  defects  : 30 
per  cent,  above. 

Death  rate  from  Premature  Birth,  Injury  at  Birth,  Want  of 
Breast  i\Iilk,  Atrophy,  Debility,  anel  i\Iara.smus,  grouped 
together,  and  termed  ‘ ‘ group  of  five  ” : 3()  per  cent,  above. 

As  compared  with  in  small  towns  (1907-10)  Cannock  is — 
nth  highest  in  death  rate  o — i month. 

9th  highest  in  death-rate  for  Premature  Birth. 
iSth  highest  in  death  rate  for  “ (ironp  of  Live.” 

At  other  ages  and  for  other  causes  CamuKk  is  below  the  av^erage. 

('lenerally  speaking  a very  high  infantile  mortality  has  been 
found  in  localities  as.sociated  with  the  mining  industry.  The  causes 
which  have  been  assigned  are  : a high  liirth-rate,  limiting  the  amount 
of  care  po.s.sible  to  the  individual  child  ; the  fact  that  miners  belong  to 
lower  social  strata  than  textile  workers  ; that  the  standard  of  domestic 
cleanliness  is  not  high  ; and  that  conservancy  methods  of  excrement 
and  refuse  disposal  pic*dominate.  There  is  practically  no  employment 
of  married  women  in  this  district,  and  breast  feeding  is  general.  The 
following  table  shows  the  death  rate  per  1,000  births  in  this  district 
during  the  previous  five  years,  at  ages  o — i month,  and  one  month 
to  I year : —

'Hie  chief  hojje,  therefore,  of  obttiiniug  a reduction  in  this, 
mortality  is  to  devise  some  control  over  the  conj^enital  group  of  diseases. 
vSeeing  that  so  many  of  these  deaths  occur  in  the  first  month  of  life, 
and  a very  large  proportion  in  the  first  week,  it  is  clear  that  measure, 
for  control  of  tliese  conditions  must  be  ante-natal.

Sir, 

1 am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  state  that 
an  estimate  has  been  laid  before  Parliament  for  a grant  to  be  tlistri- 
buted  by  the  Board  in  aid  of  the  expenditure  of  local  authorities  and 
voluntary  agencies  in  resjx'ct  of  institutions  or  other  provision  for 
maternity  and  child  welfare. 

This  grant,  if  voted  by  Parliament,  will  be  made  in  aid  of 
exj)enditure  in  re.spect  of  clinics,  dispensaries  or  other  institutions 
primarily  concerned  with  the  provi.sion  of  medical  and  surgical  advice 
and  treatment,  as  well  as  in  respect  of  the  salaries  of  health  visitors 
and  o^hcr  officers  engaged  for  this  work. 

1 he  Local  Government  Board  have  in  recent  years  devoted 
consideral)le  attention  to  questions  connected  with  infant  welfare, 
and  they  have  observed  with  much  satisfaction  that  efforts  have  btvn 
nxade  by  many  local  authorities  and  voluntary'  agencies,  to  deal  with 
the  matter.  'I'hese  eflorts  have  undoubtedly  heljx'd  to  secure  imjxroved 
conditions  lor  children  and  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  cam 
paign  for  the  reduction  of  infantile  mortality. 
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It  is  evident  froiutlie  Repni  ts  issued  by  Ihe^Iedical  Departiuent 
of  the  Board  and  those  of  man}'  Medical  Officers  of  Health  that  more 
extended  and  systematic  measines  than  have  hitherto  been  generally 
adopted  are  necessai)',  aiul  it  i>  ]i(.)ped  that  the  grant  of  assistance  from 
the  Ivxeheciuer  will  stimulate  those  local  authorities  who  have  not  yet 
taken  action  to  give  the  matter  their  earnest  consideraiion  and  will 
encourage  those  already  ei\gaged  in  work  to  develoj)  it  still  further. 

(■])  to  the  present  local  authorities,  in  their  infant  welfare 
work,  have  concerned  themselves  more  especially  with  the  child  in  its 
first  year  of  life  ; the  matter  is,  however,  one  wliich  needs  to  be  dealt 
with  on  a more  comprehensive  basis  and  it  is  clearly  desirable  that 
there  should  be  continuity  in  dealing  with  the  whole  period  from  before 
birth  until  the  time  when  the  child  is  entered  upon  a school  register, 
/.<•.,  the  register  of  a public  elementary  school,  nursery  school,  creche, 
day  nursery,  school  for  mothers,  or  other  school. 

h'xtension  of  the  exi.sting  work  is  accordingly  needed  in  tuo 
directions  ; on  the  one  hand  it  is  necessar\'  that  measures  should  lie 
taken  for  securing  improved  ante-natal  and  natal  conditions,  and 
on  the  other,  provision  should  be  made  for  continuing  the  work  in 
relation  to  children  beyond  the  first  year  of  life. 

The  accompanying  memorandnm,  which  has  been  prepared  by 
the  Board’s  .Medical  Officer  with  a view  to  assisting  the  formulation 
of  schemes  or  extending  the  work  already  undertaken,  sets  forth  in  out- 
line the  matters  needing  consideration  in  the  preparation  of  a compre- 
hensive scheme.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  memorandum  contemplates 
that  medical  advice  and,  Avhere  necessary,  treatment  should  be  con- 
tinuously and  systematically  available  for  expectant  mothers  and  for 
children  till  they  are  entered  on  a school  register,  and  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  for  home  visitation  throughout  this  ])eriod. 


'file  work  of  home  vdsitation  is  one  to  wdiich  the  Board  attach 
very  great  importance,  and  in  promoting  schemes  on  the  lines  laid  down 
in  the  accompanying  statement  the  first  step  should  be  the  a])pointment 
of  an  adequate  staff  of  Health  \’isitors. 

It  will  be  desirable,  at  all  events  in  the  case  of  the  larger  urban 
authorities,  to  provide  consultation  centres  which  may  fitly  be  termed 
Matcniity  Centres,  to  which  expectant  mothers  and  mothers  with  in- 
fants and  little  children  may  be  referred  for  advice  and  treatment 
the  operation  of  these-  IMaternity  Centres  will  be  rendered  most  effec- 
tive if  co-operation  is  secured  with  the  midwives  of  the  district  and  with 
any  local  hospital  having  a maternity  department. 

It  will  be  necessaty-  to  arrange  for  a medical  officer  to  be  in 
charge  of  such  a Cent’.e,  and  for  the  attendance  at  the  Centre  of  members 


of  the  staff  engaged  in  lioine  visiting.  Careful  records,  for  \vliicli  the 
medical  officer  should  be  responsible,  will  need  to  lx- kept,  and  in  rcgaid 
to  chiUlren,  the  records  should  be  in  such  a form  that  they  may  subse- 
([uently  be  available  for  the  information  of  the  School  .Midical  Officer 
when  the  child  is  entered  at  a school. 

For  the  rural  and  smaller  urban  areas  the  Board  think  it  will 
generally  be  found  desirable  to  develop  a county  organisation,  but  in  all 
cases  the  covmty  work  sluxild  be  intimateh-  related  with  that  of  tlie 
local  sanitar\'  authority,  and  on  the  other  hand  any  work  separately 
undertaken  by  a sanitary'  authority  should  be  co-ordinated  with  the 
county  scheme. 

It  is  not  expected  that  all  local  authorities  will  be  able  at  once 
to  initiate  complete  schemes,  but  it  is  important  that  any  partial  ar- 
rangements that  may  be  made  .shall  be  such  as  can  ultimately  foim 
part  of  a more  extended  organisation. 

vSul)jcct  to  the  estimate  now  before  rarliament  being  accepted 
by  Parliament,  the  Board  will  be  willing  to  consider  applications  for 
grants  in  respect  of  any  work  falling  within  the  scope  of  the  scheme 
outlined  in  the  memorandum  accompanying  tliis  letter  ; the  grants  will 
normally  amount  to  one-half  the  approved  expenditure  on  any  of  the.'^e 
})urposes,  but  may  be  less  if  the  Board  .so  decide. 

('i rants  to  institutions  of  the  nature  of  Schools  for  Mothers 
the  object  of  which  is  primarily  educational,  which  provide  training  and 
instruction  for  mothers  in  the  care  and  management  of  infants  and  little 
children,  and  which  may  include  systematic  clas.ses,  or  home  visiting, 
or  infant  consultations  (the  provision  of  specific  medical  and  surgical 
advice  and  treatment,  if  any,  being  only  incidental),  will  be  adminis- 
tered l)y  the  Board  of  Education.  Any  cases  of  doubt  or  difficulty  will 
be  investigated  by  a Joint  Committee  of  (Officers  of  the  two  Boards, 
which  will  include  women  Medical  Officers. 

In  .sending  a copy  of  this  circular  to  voluntary  agencies  engaged 
in  infant  welfare  work,  the  Board  will  state  that  applications  for  grants 
iti  re.spect  of  voluntary  wtrrk  may  be  made  by  a voluntarc'  agency  either 
directly  or  through  a local  authoritv. 

1 he  grant  now  presented  to  Parliament  will  be  a])propriated 
in  aid  of  the  expenditure  of  the  half-year  ended  30th  fseptember,  ic)i^. 
and  applications  for  grants  .shoidd  be  accompanied  by  an  account  of  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  authority,  and  by  a detailed  statement  of  die 
expenditure  incurred,  certified  bv  the  officer  of  the  local  authoritv  in 
charge  of  the  accounts. 

I am  to  add  that  the  Board  will  be  happy  to  afford  advice  and 
assistance  to  local  authorities  in  the  initiation  of  .schemes  or  the  ex-

From  tliis  it  is  shown  that  Ilednesford  is  in  tlie  worst  position. 
'I'liere  is  some  evidence  to  show  that  this  Ward  has  more  overcrowding 
in  houses  than  the  others. 

Bridgtown,  Fittleworth,  and  Heath  Hayes,  show  the  smallest 
comparativ’'e  mortality.  While  the  workers  in  other  poitiirns  of  the 
district  are  almost  exclusively  miners,  Bridgtown  has  some  iron- 
workers. 

Of  course,  the.se  figures  being  only  for  one  year,  no  very  definite 
conclu.sion  is  warranted. 

A voluntary  agency  started  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  June 
last.  The  operations  have  been  confined  to  Cannock  and  Bridgtown 
Wards.  The  mothers  arc  given  health  talks,  and  Infant  Consultation 
work  is  carried  on,  but  no  treatment  is  given.  'I'he  instaiction  includes 
feeding,  clothing,  and  general  management  of  infants.  'I'he  whole 
time  health  visitor  whose  services  were  secured  at  the  commencx'inent 
left  on  the  outbreak  of  War.  At  the  present  time  the  venture  is  being 
carried  on  with  the  aid  of  a trained  nurse,  who  is  in  jrractice  as  a mid- 
wife. 


In  accordance  with  the  .suggestion  of  the  Local  ('lovernment 
Board,  I have  given  help  in  this  work. 

vSome  of  the  infant  mortality  is  due  to  unhygienic  lives  led  by 
expectant  inothcrs,  and  excessive  consumption  of  alcohol,  while 
venereal  disea.se  and  the  taking  of  abortifacients  contribute  their 
share. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

1 he  vSouth  vStafford.shire  Waterworks  Company  have  their  mains 
available  in  most  parts  of  the  district,  the  chief  exceptions  being  two 
elevated  and  outlying  portions,  Pye  (freen,  and  part  of  Cannock  Wood, 
the  altitude  of  which  is  700  feet  above  sea  level  and  ovit. 

Ihe  supply  to  Cannock  W'ood  has  lately  been  improved  by 
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extension  of  the  nnins,  and  the  pul:)lic  supply  lias  been  provided  to 
ten  houses  there  during  the  year.  vSix  samples  of  ^vell 
Water  from  Cannock  W’ood  were  anal5’se(l  by  the  County  Analyst, 
of  which  four  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  use. 

I analysed  the  water  from  three  wells  at  Cannock  Wood,  and 
notices  were  .served  for  cleansing  and  rc'construction  of  the  wells,  as 
the  public  supply  could  not  be  made  available,  'i'his  has  been  carried 
out  in  two  instances.  I also  analysed  .samples  from  two  wells  in 
other  parts  of  the  district.  Tap-water  has  been  substituted  in  one  case 
and  in  the  other  the  well  has  been  cleaned  and  reconstructed.  The 
County  Analyst  also  condemned  a samjilc  of  water  from  Bank  Street, 
Heath  Hayes,  and  tap  water  has  been  laid  on  to  the  houses.  The 
vSanitary  Inspector  informs  me  that  tap  water  has  been  laid  on  to  8 
other  houses,  apart  fronr  new  houses,  and  in  30  cases  the  water  supph’’ 
has  been  improved.  The  position  at  Pye  Green  is  the  same  as  men. 
tioned  in  my  la.st  annual  report. 

All  well  water  should  be  boiled  before  use. 


SCAVENGING. 

'I'his  work  is  carried  out  on  the  lines  indicated  in  my  report 
last  year,  and  I again  call  attention  to  the  improvements  recommended 
in  it.  'I'he  number  of  the  various  receptacles  are  given  in  the  vSanitary 
Inspector’s  Report,  as  also  the  number  of  conversions.  'I'lie  new 
houses  erected  during  the  year  are  supplied  with  fresh  water  closets 
or  waste  water  closets.  The^e  are  of  the  Duckett  type,  and  eighty 
new  houses  have  been  supplied  with  them  during  the  year.  It  is  well 
to  note  that  some  Lancashire  towns,  in  which  there  was  a prejudice 
in  favour  of  waste  water  closets,  are  now  endeavouring  to  get  rid  of 
them  by  substituting  fresh  water  closets,  on  sanitary  grounds.  In  my 
opinion  the  provision  of  waste  water  closets  sliould  be  di.scouraged. 
All  fresh  water  closets  should  be  of  the  wash  down  pedestal  type, 
with  visible  connections  and  hinged  seats. 

SEWERAGE. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report  the  district  is  well  provided  with 
sewers.  'I'he  .Surveyor  informs  me  that  during  the  last  four  years 
->975  yards  of  foul  water  and  2,917  yards  of  storm  water  sewers  have 
been  laid.  .Sewer  ventilation  was  originally  carried  out  by  open  man- 
hole gratings,  but  more  recently  closed  manhole  covers  have  been 
introduced  and  ventilating  shafts  provided. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  sewerage  disposal  works  will  be 
completed  during  the  year.

MEASLES. 

'I'he  outbrouk  of  this  disease  which  occurred  in  ictij  continued 
to  affect  the  district  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  2b 
deaths  resulted.  Many  of  the  patients  who  recovered  were  seriously 
affected  by  ])neumonia,  and  other  conijdications.  The  teacliers  notified 
175  cases  of  the  disease. 

vSt.  Peter’s  Infant  vSehool  was  closed  for  four  weeks  from  i6th 
Janviary.  On  bth  i\Iarch  Chadsmoor  Infants’  vSehool  was  closed, 
and  on  uSth  March,  after  \-isiting  the  homes  of  some  of  Ihe  cases 
rc'ported  by  the  headmistress,  I advised  closure  of  West  Hill  Infants’ 
.School.  On  7th  May  Cannock  Endowed  Infants’  School,  and  on  12th 
i\Iay  Walsall  Road  Infants’  .School  were  closed.  On  June  15th  the 
Infant  Class  at  .St.  Paul’s  .School,  Pridgtown,  was  closed. 

'I'he  mortality,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases,  was  confined 
to  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

'I'he  history  of  the  disease  in  this  district  during  the  last  five 
years  is  as  follows  iqto,  8c)  cases  ; iqii,  40  cases  ; iQii,  70  ca.ses ; 
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1913.  -33  ca^es  ; 1914,  383  cases.  The  diseases  is  therefore  endemic 
in  this  district,  and  the  increased  prevalence  this  year  represents 
a sickness  rate  of  12.7  per  thousand  of  population  ; the  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1913  is  3.58.  The  deaths  numbered 
14,  giving  a fatality  of  3.9  per  cent,  on  cases  notified.  The  correspond- 
ing figure  for  England  and  Wales  during  1913  is  i.().  The  fatality  on 
cases  notified  in  this  district  for  the  nine  years  1903  13  is  1.24  per 

cent.  The  increased  fatality  is  due  to  a proportion  of  the  cases  })re- 
senting  a severe  and  septic  type  of  the  disease,  and  is  a reversion  to  the 
l)Osition  of  I90i,when,  with  an  increased  prevalence,  there  was  a fatality 
rate  of  over  four  per  cent.  Some  cases  this  year  showed  severe  throat 
sjnnptoms,  some  developed  nephritis,  and  one  fatal  ternaination 
was  due  to  pneumonia  supervening.  At  the  same  time  many  of  the 
cases  were  so  mild  that  the  parents  refused  to  believe  the  diagnosis, 
and  the  occurrence  of  some  cases  with  features  like  Rubella  were 
observed. 

By  the  system  of  notification  by  the  teachers  of  children  absent 
from  school  on  the  suspicion  that  they  were  suffering  from  infectious 
disea.se,  .several  cases  were  discovered,  and  also  in  other  ways,  such  as 
inspection  of  .school  children. 

I reported  three  instances  in  which  a medical  j^ractitiom^r  failed 
to  notify  as  required  by  the  Act.  In  the  first  case  he  did  not  notify  until 
ten  days  after  being  called  in  ; and  in  the  second  until  18  days.  'I'lie 
first  was  a cliild,  regarding  whom  the  teacher  had  l)een  infonned  of 
the  nature  of  the  illness  by  the  parents,  and  the  second  was  an  insured 
person  leceiving  .sick  benefit  on  account  of  .scarlet  fever.  The  notifi- 
cations were  not  received  until  after  communications  had  been  sent 
bj'  me  to  the  doctor. 

In  the  third  case,  when  communicated  with,  he  replied  that  he 
did  not  consider  the  patient  a case  for  notification,  or  that  if  it  was, 
he  understood  it  had  1)een  notified  in  the  meantime  by  another  jnacti- 
tioner.  This  was  so.  'I'lu-  boy  was  des(iuaniating  freely,  and  there  was 
a histor}'  of  a rash . 

In  the  working  class  homes  there  can  be  little  pretence  at  iso- 
lation. 'I'lie  inmates  mix  freely  together,  the  infected  arc  stion 
brought  downstairs,  and  neighbours’  children  are  often  allowed  in. 
In  the  iu([uiries  made  regarding  each  case  iiaiiiculars  of  the  milk 
supply  are  sy.stematically  recorded,  but  on  analy.sing  these  no  evidence 
that  the  disease  was  milk  borne  emerged. 


In  one  ca.se  a milk  purv’cyor  had  to  be  communicated  \\'ith, 
as  it  was  found  he  was  cmjiloying  a girl  from  an  infected  house  on  his 
milk  round. 
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A case  was  notilied  from  a small  dair\'  farm.  This  case  was 
removed  to  Hospital,  as  also  was  one  cccuiring  in  the  home  of  a mid- 
wife. 

Children  from  infected  houses  now  return  to  sehc  ol  cnly  on  being 
furnished  with  a resumption  certificate  In’  me. 

Your  Council  made  an  arrangement  with  the  authorities  of  the 
Rural  District  to  take  cases  at  their  I'ever  Ho.spital,  and  28  cases 
were  isolated.  These  were  cases  in  which  the  circunistarxcs  made 
isolation  especially  desirable. 

'I'he  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Heath  Hayes,  and  the 
Infants’  vSehool  was  closed  for  fi\-e  weeks,  but  the  disease  afltected  eveiy- 
part  of  the  district,  tlie  Littlewoi'th  Ward,  however,  l.)eing  much  less 
affected  than  the  others. 


During  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  the  number  of  ca.ses 
notified  has  dropped  considerably.  There  was  alsx;  a reduction  in 
August,  coinciding  with  the  summer  holidays.  All  infected  houses 
are  disinfected  on  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

In  lilarch  I prcesenited  a spexial  report  on  the  outbreak  up  to 
that  time. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 


This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  caused  five 
deaths  in  infants.

The  same  figure 
for  Ihigland  and  Wales  in  1913  is  1.39.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

One  purveyor  supplied  four  of  the  houses,  one  3,  two  2,  and 
14  one  house.  In  one  no  milk  had  been  used. 

ISOLATION. 

hiight  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  all  these  recox'cred. 

ANTITOXIN. 

In  three  ca.ses  which  were  fatal  no  antitoxin  was  administered. 
I'wo  of  these  were  of  the  laryngeal  type.  In  six  fatal  cases  antitoxin 
was  not  administered  till  from  24-48  hours  before  death.  ( )ne  of  these 
was  also  a laryngeal  case,  and  tracheotomy  was  also  perfonned.  In 
all  other  cases  antitoxin  was  administered.  The  type  of  the  disease 
was  severe,  in  one  third  of  the  cases  the  illne.ss  (piickly  terminating 
fatally.  In  several  cases  death  had  occurred  by  the  time  the  notifica- 
tion was  received.  Neveidheless,  if  delay  had  not  occurred  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  antitoxin  owing  to  medical  help  being  sought  too  late, 
it  is  practically  certain  that  the  death  rate  would  have  l)ecu  lower. 

Where  this  remedy  is  given  in  sufficient  dosage,  and  iu  the  first 
day  or  two  of  the  disease,  it  is  completely  successful  iu  nine  ca.ses  out 
of  ten. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  di.strict  are  supplied  with 
antitoxin  l)y  the  Council,  and  their  stock  is  replaced  as  occasion  re- 
i|uires. 

Cases  occurred  in  all  Weirds  of  the  district,  and  in  all  months 
of  the  year,  except  August.  No  case  was  reported  amongst  school- 
children  between  June  nth  and  October  7th,  so  that  clo^Alre  of  the 
schools  in  August  probably  had  little  influence. 

Head  teachers  have  instructions  not  to  re-admit  children  who 
have  been  excluded  on  account  of  the  disease  until  a certificate  autho- 
rising resum])tion  of  school  attendance  has  been  issued  by  me.  In 
lour  cases  diphtheria  bacilli  were  found  amongst  “ contacts,”  but  no 
other  CiLses  were  traced  to  them.  'I'wo  cleared  up,  one  is  still  under 
observation,  and  one  left  the  district.  When  L discovered  this  1 com 
municated  with  the  Medical  ( )ificer  of  Health  of  the  di.strict. 

Nuisances  were  found  to  exi.st  at  some  of  the  j^rcmiscs  which 
reijuired  the  attention  of  the  Sanitar>'  Ius[)ector. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  reported.  One  was  removed  to  the  Rural 
District  Council’s  hospital.  The  other  was  nursed  at  home.  .Some 
defects  at  the  latter  premises  still  remain  nnrem.edied.  Both  cases 
recovered.

1 have  investigated  the  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  ami 
find  that  only  four  were  breast  fed.  In  13  cases  th.e  closet  accommoda- 
tion was  a privy  midden,  in  three  a waste -vatev  closet,  and  in  two 
a fresh-water  closet.  In  only  five  cases  cemlel  it  be  said  that  there 
was  a proper  fooel  store.  One  case  was  an  illegitimate  chilel.  In 
two  cases  the  mother  had  died  shortly  after  1 iith.  In  (>ne  case'  tlu- 
mother  stateel  she  had  bir  icd  eight  children  in  infancy. 

In  another  case  complaints  were  made  that ' ' Hies  were  lenible.” 
In  my  report  for  May  I advised  the  issue  of  posteis,  giving  advice  as 
to  these  diseases,  and  also  ])ointcel  out  that  increa.sed  attention  should 
be  given  to  .scavenging  during  the  summer  months. 

I’eisters  were  subseejnently  issued. 

The  disease  is  so  intimatelv  associated  with  find  conditions  of 
the  surface  soil  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  dwellings,  and  it  is 
therefore  eminently  desirable  that  all  cards  and  entries  should  be 
paved. 


ISOLATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

A low-pressure  Thre.sh  steam  di.sinfector  is  kejh  on  the  Council 
premises.  'I'lic  hou.se  used  in  eonadjimction  witli  the  Rnial  Council 
as  a smallpox  hospital  has  become  unsuitable,  chie  lly  owing  to  building 
development  in  its  neighbourhood.  Negotiations,  which  I lierpe  will  be 
brought  to  a .succe.ssful  is.sue  without  delay,  are  in  ])rogress  to  obtain 
satisfactory  accommodation  for  this  disease,  and  also  for  infect ienis 
disease,  othe'r  than  smalI]'ox. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

.Specimens  as  follows  were  sent  to  Binningham  University 
during  the  year. 

I'or  Widal’s  reaction  one,  negative  ; sputum  for  tubercle  Ixicilli, 
33  (five  positive,  28  negative)  ; throat  swabs  for  diphtheria  bacilli,  62 
(of  which  28  were  positive  and  34  negative).  Arrangements  for  this 
work  are  made  by  the  County  Council. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

'I'he  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  reported  numbered  31. 
of  these  2b  were  males  and  25  females.  “ Other  forms”  numbered 
[2,  six  of  either  sex. 

I'ourteenof  the  cases  were  notified  by  myself  as  School  -Medical 
( Ifficer.  Of  these  five  were  cases  of  glandular  and  nine  of  lung  infection. 
I'our  notifications  were  received  on  I'orm  C,  and  four  on  I'onn  D. 

I have  made  primary  visits  and  taken  particulars  on  receipt 
of  notificaticnis  in  all  cases.  Persons  have  been  examined  and  referred 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  order  to  detect  unrecognised  cases. 

'I'his  Officer,  who  is  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  iMid-vStafford.shirc 
attends  at  Cannock  one  day  each  week,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for 
assistance  and  advice,  always  most  cordially  given.  I have,  however, 
no  figures  of  the  number  of  cases  belonging  to  this  district  who  have 
attended  the  Dispensary,  nor  of  the  work  of  the  nur.se,  who,  I under- 
stand, has  been  employed. 

In  his  Annual  Report,  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Local  Oovtrn- 
ment  Board  writes  as  follows  : — ‘ ‘ In  administrative  counties  when  the 
(Hspensarv  organisation  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  offictrs 
of  the  Dispensarv-  arc  not  officers  of  the  local  sanitary  authority,  and 
this  may  involve*  serious  administrative  difficulties.  'I'o  secure  cemi- 
plete  co-operation,  the  Dispensary  Medical  Officer  should  be  api.ointed 
an  officer  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  at  a nominal  salaiy  or  without 
salarv’.” 

Your  Council  would  do  well  to  consider  this  point  with  a view  to 
carrying  out  the  suggestiou.  I have  instructed  the  .Sanitarv*  Inspector 
to  deal  with,  or  reported  to  the  Council  cases,  in  which  cleansing,  repair, 
and  disinfection  of  houses  have  been  n‘(iuired.  Lea llcts of  advice,  spiitum 
flasks,  and  disinfectants,  have  been  .su|)plicd. 

In  cases  lemaining  at  home,  u.scol  a se])arat(.'  bed  and  bedroom, 
il  possible,  is  urged. 

Prov'ision  is  re(niirtd  for  isolation  of  advanced  case's,  and  I un- 
derstand the  Joint  Committee  will  i)rovide  this. 

HOUSING. 

'rirc  st'.'ps  taken  during  the  year  to  preirare  a building  j^heme 
has  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  one  piece  of  land,  while  negotiations 
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for  another  are  well  advanced.  Xow  that  new  building  bye-laws 
have  been  adopted  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Council  will  Ije  alrle  to 
])roceed  more  quickly. 

The  Census  figures  showed  that  9.5  per  cent,  of  the  j)opulation 
live  in  overcrowded  conditions,  that  is  more  than  two  occu])ants  per 
room. 

The  vSpecial  Report,  which  I presented  in  November,  1913, 
bore  this  out,  and  further  revealed  an  undesirable  mixing  of  the  .sexes. 

New  houses  for  the  working  classes  erected  during  the  year 
number  150,  and  40-50  others  are  in  course  of  erection,  but  scarcity 
of  houses  for  the  working  classes  still  exists.  The  chief  faults  met  witli 
in  existing  houses  were  detailed  in  my  Report  last  year  The  a]'*point- 
ment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  enabled  more  work  to  be 
done  in  inspection  under  the  Housing  and  'I'own  Planning  Act,  but  the 
work  of  remedying  the  defects  requires  speeding  up. 

Particulars  in  tabular  fonn  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Ins])ector’s 
Report  annexed. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOFS. 

A commencement  has  been  made  during  tlie  year  to  enforce  the 
Regulations,  and  a revised  set  of  Regulations  has  been  made. 

There  are  39  cowkeepers,  occupying  49  cowsheds,  \\ith  J08 
cows  ; and  7 pur^^eyors  of  milk  in  the  district. 

Action,  which  has  been  taken  during  the  year,  has  resulted  in 
the  erection  of  5 new  cowshtds,  and  Ihe  structural  imin'ovement  of 
many  others,  including  provision  of  means  of  lighting  and  ventilation. 

b'urther  improvement  in  water  supply  isneeded  at  some  of  them, 
and  determined  effoils  are  needed  to  .secure  a cleaner  milk  sup])ly. 
The  Regulations  re-eiuin-  cowshc'ds  to  be  kept  reasonably  clean  and 
swec't.  It  is  also  reciuiivd  that  no  cow  shall  be  milked  -(a)  unless, 
at  the  time  of  milking,  the  udde-r  and  teats  of  such  cow  are  tlioroughh 
clean  ; and  (b)  unless  the  hands  of  the  person  milking  are  thoroughlv 
clc'an  and  free  from  all  infection  and  contamination. 

Observations  made  in  .\merica  show  that  by  certain  precautions 
a much  cleaner  milk,  as  judged  by  the  bacteriological  content,  can  be 
obtained.  I'ests  carried  out  for  the  Pirmingham  Health  Committee 
show  that  after  two  hours  the  average  number  of  germs  containe^d  in 
one  cubic  eeiitimet re  of  milk  obtained  by  ordinary  methods  was  -|i.  p 2 ; 
afti'r  2-1  hours,  1.S03.  .^oc)  ; after  -)S  hours,  2(S,7()o,oo(\  whereas,  bv  the 
special  methods,  the  rutrtrber  rrfter  two  horrrs  is  234  ; after  24  hours, 
4,975;  and  rd'ter  4S  hours,  I,()b8, ’,75.  In  every  case  the  sjx'cial 
samples  weri'  still  sw eet  when  the  ordinary  sattqrU'S  :rre  sorrr  arrd  clotted. 
'I'he  methods  suggesterl  to  the  cowkee])ers  areas  follows:  (1)  Tire 
eow-^  arrd  cowshed  to  be  kept  ek'aii  ; (2)  All  lorrg  hairs  ort  irdder  m 
flartk  of  cows  to  ke  kept  .short  by  clip])ittg.  (3)  Cows’  llattks  to  be 
darnpc'd  with  a darn])  brrrsh  ;rud  th'-ir  irdrlefs  wijX'd  clean  with  a wet 
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cloth  before  nulking.  (4)  Milkers  to  wash  their  hands  with  soap  and 
water  before  milking,  and  to  wear  clean  overalls.  (5)  A covered 
milking  pail  to  be  used  with  an  opening  in  the  side,  (b)  The  milk 
to  be  immediately  remo\’ed  from  the  cowshed  into  a clean  dair\'  and 
passed  through  a strainer  and  cooled.  (Greatest  stress  is  laid  on  the 
use  of  a pail  with  a side  opening,  instead  of  an  open  top,  and  the  damp- 
ping of  the  cows’  flanks. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies’  Act,  1914,  which  will  come  into  force 
on  1st  October  next,  considerably  extends  the  duties  of  local  authorities 
in  preventing  the  sale  of  tuberculous,  infected,  contaminated,  and 
dirty  milk. 

I have  made  63  imspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the 

year. 

Prosecutions  against  two  cowkeepers  on  account  of  the  condition 
of  their  premises  were  withdrawn  on  their  undertaking  to  remedy 
the  complaints 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

I have  paid  18  visits  to  workshop  bakehouses,  and  have  asked 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  deal  with  defects  in  ten  premises.  In  some 
ca.ses  the  ventilation  was  deficient,  in  others  more  attention  to  clean- 
liness was  re([uired,  both  in  the  l)akehouse  itself  and  its  surroundings. 
In  a few  cases  the  conditions  were  coir.mendably  satisfactory,  but 
generally  speaking  there  is  not  the  cleanliness  which  ought  to  pre- 
vail where  food  is  Ireing  prepared.  These  are  nrostly  sirrall  concenrs, 
rvith  limited  accommodation,  so  that  flour,  coke  for  the  ovens,  lard, 
and  other  scores  are  kept  in  the  working  part  of  the  bakehouse,  along 
with  tins,  boxes,  and  bags,  so  that  there  is  great  difficulty  in  main- 
taining cleanliness,  especially  if  the  floor  is  unevdr  and  the  yard  out- 
side without  any  paved  approach.  Some  of  the  workers  do  not  seem 
to  realise  that  the  lard  aird  nrilk  should  be  protected  from  du.st. 

There  arc  some  factory  Irakehouses  doing  ln:sincss  on  a large 
scale,  where  conditioirs  are  fairly  good. 

OUTWORKERS. 

'rirere  are  only  3 finns  who  give  out  tailoring,  and  emplo>-  ten 
outworkers. 

I have  visited  the  homes  of  the  outworkers,  and  defects  which 
ixistcd  at  one  have  been  remedied. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

I liave  N'isited  these  [ucmi.ses  during  the  \ ear,  and  have  iHrcctcd 
the  Sanitary  lu.spcctor’s  attention  to  dehets  in  jo  instances,  and  im- 
pro\-i‘ments  have  been  made.  .Manure  is  kept  at  Mines  so  as  to  be  a 
nuisance. 
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ADOPTIVE  ACTS  AND  BYE-LAWS. 

'I'lie  Council  during  the  year  adopted  the  Infectious  Disease- 
Prevention  Act,  i890,^_and  also  made  new  Bye-laws  for  .Streets  and 
Buildings,  Prevention  of  Nuisances,  Cleansing  of  ootpaths,  and 
Pavements,  Managem.ent  of  ^Mortuaries,  Common  Lodging  Houses, 
Slaughter  Houses,  Tents,  \'ans,  and  Sheds  ; and  revised  Regulations 
under  the  Dairies’,  Cowsheds’,  and  Milkshops  Order. 

The  Public  Health  An’.endment  Act,  1907,  which  contains 
valuable  powers  still  awaits  your  final  consideration.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

FOR  Till-;  Vkar,  i()I4. 

'I'o  the  Chairnuiii  and  Members  of  the  vSanitary  Committev 
CtKNTI.IvMICN, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Twelvth  nnual  Report  on  the 
work  done  in  my  department  for  the  year  ending  DecemlK^r  31st,  1914. 

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  contents  of  ashpits,  privies  and  dustbins  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Council’s  workmen.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there 
were  eight  hor.ses  and  eight  teams  of  men  and  a foreman.  Wdien  the 
war  broke  out  the  Wav  ( )ffice  Officials  commandeered  two  horses,  and 
one  had  to  be  slaughtered  owing  to  being  unfit  for  work.  These  horses 
were  not  replaced  at  the  end  of  December,  1914.  Consequently  the 
work  of  scavenging  has  got  into  arrears. 

During  the  year  ib,6ib  loads  of  refu.se  have  been  removed  from 
17,718  houses,  representing  6,905  ashpits.  There  were  also  22,965 
du-stbins  emptied.  The  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly  and  are  in- 
cluded in  the  total  number  of  loads  of  refuse  dealt  with. 

The  approximate  number  of  jirivies  having  fixed  receptacles 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  4,360,  number  of  ashpits  in  connection  with 
jirivies  2,180,  dry  ashpits  858,  dustbins  1)45,  pans  108,  waste-water 
closets  550,  flush  closets  1,833. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  various  kinds  of  Sanitary 
Conveniences  that  the  numbers  do  not  agree  with  last  year.  Since  that 
report  an  inspection  of  the  di.'^trict  has  been  made  in  order  that  a com- 
plete list  of  various  kinds  of  closets  and  ashpits  could  be  tabulated. 
The  numbers  in  this  report  will  therefore  be  used  as  a basis  for  future 
reports.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

'I'here  are  31  vSlaughterhouses  in  the  Cannock  District — K) 
Registered  and  15  Licensed.  15  applications  were  made  for  renewal 
of  licenses.  These  were  granted  for  one  year  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  Amendment  Act,  1900. 

The  number  of  visits  of  insjxction  made  to  slaughterhouses 
was  832,  and  24  visits  to  Markets.  The  amount  of  diseased  meat 
which  was  surrendered  being  954lbs.  of  Beef,  6olbs.  of  Mutton,  481bs. 
of  Livers,  i2olbs.  of  Offals,  and  224lbs.  of  I'ish.  These  were 
satisfactorily  disposed  of. 

During  the  inspections  20  defects  were  found,  and  18  of  the.se 
were  remedied. 


KNACKERYARD. 

There  is  one  Knacker\’ard  which  is  licensed  annually.  This 
is  carried  on  in  as  satisfactory  a manner  as  can  be  expected  when  you 
take  into  consideration  the  nature  of  the  trade.

204  inspections  of  vSehool  vSanitary  Conveniences  have  been  made 
during  the  year.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

'I'hcre  are  two  Common  Lod^inc;  Ilonses.  'I'hese  have  been 
regularh'  ins])ccled  special  attention  being  given  to  cleansing  and  lime- 
washing. The  sanitarN"  arrangements  have  been  inpn'ovcd  by  the  snb- 
stitvition  of  W'ater-closcts  for  privies  and  the  j)rovision  of  I’rinals. 
44  inspections  were  made  dui-ing  the  year. 

These  houses  are  kept  comparatively  clean,  and  no  occasion  has 
arisen  for  the  institution  for  proceedings  through  the  contravention 
of  the  Byelaws,  and  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  reported.
